No. 3/5/2009-Public. —The President of India has learnt, with deep regret, about the sad demise of 
Shri Shiv Charan Mathur, Governor of Assam, on 25th June, 2009 at New Delhi. The death of 
Shri Shiv Charan Mathur has deprived the country of a distinguished freedom fighter and political leader. 

2. BomatMadhi-Qanungo in Madhya Pradesh on 14thFebruary, 1926, Shri Shiv Charan Mathur obtained 
graduation degree with diploma in Labour Welfare. He participated in the Quit India Movement in 1942. He was 
General Secretary of Rajasthan Students Congress from 1945-47 and Chairman, Municipal Board, Bhilwara in 
1956-57. He was elected as member of Rajasthan State Legislative Assembly seven times. He was a member of 
the third Lok Sabha from 1964 to 1967. He served as Minister of Education, Power, PWD, Public Relations in 
Rajasthan between 1967 and 1972. He also served as Minister of Food and Civil Supplies, Agriculture, Animal 
Husbandry, Dairy and Planning in Rajasthan between 1973 and 1977. He seived as Chief Minister of Rajasthan 
twice during 1984-85 and 1988-89. He was also elected to the tenth Lok Sabha in 1991. Shri Mathur assumed 
charge as Governor of Assam on 4th July, 2008. 

3. Shri Mathur was an eminent leader and a respected public figure with deep commitment to public life 
and welfare of society at large.
